The first of the m essages warned against German praise of Caillaux be­ 
cause “he fears Paris and fate of Jaures;*’ a second message advised of Cail-j 
laux’s departure from Buenos Aires and counselled that the Germ ans treat 
Caillaux courteously if they effected the “very desirable capture” of his vessel. ( 
On June 6, 1917, the German censorship, it w as shown, barred all ref­ 
erence to Caillaux in the German press, presumably to help protect him in j 
his own country.

The new 
schedule will mean an advance of la 
to 20 per cent in cost of opera- ins 
laundries, and a new price let will 
have to be adjusted to meet this in­ 
creased expense. 
The new law became effective last 
Munday, and 
provides

minimum 
scale of SIO iter week f ir experienced 
laundry workers. The industrial wel­ 
fare commission at San Francisco has 
ironed instructions that all laundries 
observe the new schedule. 
The regulations provide that no ex­ 
perienced woman cr minor shall be 
employed a; a wage of less 
than $19 
l*cr week 
f 
forty-eight 
hours, 
and 
that “learner? ' 
shall be paid $x 
per 
week for the tin; six months, $0 for 
the second f ix months and $9.50 for 
the Inst three months, a worker be­ 


coming classed as experienced when 
she has served fifteen months. 
“The new regulation 
will work a 
hardship on many women who tojay 
are engaged in laundry work and who 
are c intent with the wages they have 
been receiving,'’ declared a local laun- 
i dryman today. “It means that the man­ 
agements will 
have to eliminate 
all 
inefficient help and give preference to 
those only who are quick and effici­ 
ent. 
“We have a number ofi employes 
who are able to earn 
what we pay 
them, but who cannot earn the new 
wa,go. aud we will have no alternative 
but to replace them with women who 
can earn what has been ct-tablished 
I by Law as a legal wage for laundry 
1 workers "
